A torrespnitdent of the Now York 
Hun, writing from Damascus, gives 
an account of some of the 
miracles" performed by a Moham- 
medan Sheikh of that city, Kuslnn 
Aboitton, from Which wo tako the 
following : 

"Taking a handful of skewers sim- 
ilar to those used lor cooking pur- 
poses, each about a foot long, he call- 
ed Iho wildest hnlf-sirippcd disciple 
lo him, nnd opening his mouth, mut- 
tering the while with great appurcnt 
intensity of concentration a pvaycr 
or invocation, ho with a' sudden jerk 
forced the point clean through the 
chock so thai it could bo seen pro 
jecling on the other side, lie repeat 
ed the process Willi 'he other cheek, 
the man showing no signs of pain 
and. not a drop of blood flowing from 
tho wound. He then went to his 
sou, who calmly gazed at him with 
his large swimming eyes, opened bis 
mouth, and received a slab through 
the cheek without tho quiver or an 
eyelid. I was watching him closely 
ami could not obscrvo the slightest 
muscular contraction. The point 
was clearly projecting through tho 
skin, and deception was impossible, 
at Ihcro was every opportunity af- 
forded lor the closest Inspection. 
Leaving the two victims with their 
mouths thus trussed, as it were, the 
Sheikh took a square box, which, 
when it was opened, was found lo 
onfaln several livo scorpions of unu- 
sual -ize. Taking up one ot these as 
n ordinary land crab, lie handed it 
all wriggling, darting its tail iu its cf- 
lorts to sting, to a man who came 
rorward.and calmly but rapidly drop- 
ped it into liia mouth and crunched 
it witli great apparent relish, eating 
it completely up. 

"Meantime the man and boy who 
had been pierced watched the pro- 
ceedings with tho utmost unconcern. 
As it was difficult to believe that to 
remain witli one's cheek skewed did 
not at all events produce a reeling of 
discomfort, and as they must have 
been standing for nt least a quarter ot 
an hour in the same attitude, I told 
the Sheikh to pull out tho skewers. 
This he did, in each caso proceeding 
tho sharp pull with which lie extract- 
ed them by an earnest invocation 
When they were drawn out the 
points were bloodless, while, except- 
ing that there was apparent indura- 
tion or the cheek at tho spots through 
which the skewers had passed, there 
was no signs of what had happened. 

"A brar.irr full of livo charcoal was 
now brought in ami fanned into 
flame. When it was glowing with a 
lil ii<- and luried light, tho Sheikh, 
calling suddenly on Allah several 
times, jumped literally on tho blazing 
mass with ids bare feet, and stood 
there for nearly a minute. Then 
getting down, the ch-ircoal was again 
fanned into flame, and the men who 
had eaten the scorpions and serpents, 
and who had been skewed through 
the cheeks, rushed forward, plunged 
their hands into the burning mass, 
and tossed tho glowing embers into 
their mouths, crunching them up with 
tho greatest unconcern. Meantime, 
I lie smell ot humeri flesh became un- 
mistakable, which somewhat mili- 
tates agaiast tho theory that their 
flesh is impervious to (Ire, though I 
am bound to say no one showed any 
6igns of reeling pain." 



Editor South Kcntuckian: 

it is mien asked by the younger 
portion of Iho citizens or this couutv 
if as much importance wa9 attached 
to the election of officers, before tho 
lute war as is at Iho present time. I 
will giyo the result of the first elec- 
tion that was held in Christian coun- 
ty after the adoption of the present 
Constitution according to my recol- 
lection. Should there bjp errors or 
mistukes discovered, however, by 
any of your readers, I will cheerfully 
stand corrected, and be pleased for 
any of your readers to set us right. 

The first election under the present 
Constitution occurred in May, 1851— 
28 years ago. Deforo this lime the 
only offices that were filled by the 
people were Governor, Licut-Gover- 
nor, Congressmen, Stale Senator, and 
Representatives iu the Legislature. 
Christian county up to litis time had 
been entitled to' two Representatives, 
who were elected annually. The 
Whigs had generally been elected lo 
the Legislature each year. Though 
snmcliines ono Democrat and one 
Whig were chosen, in such cusos Iho 
Democrat had to be ait extremely 
popular man. Delegates to the con- 
vention lo form tho Constitution had 
been elected. Two years before, ono 
of each political party had bscn 
chosen, Col. John D.Morris (Dein.) 
and Ninian E. Gray, (Whig) wore 
the succesful candidates in the race. 
But not until May, 1851. were the 
people called upon to elect Judicial 
and county officers ns they elect them 
now. Consequently, not only all lite 
county offices were' lo be filled, but 
ihcro were other officers to elcet still 
higher iu rank. The two ohl politi- 
cal paitics had near y died awa,y. 
Still the candidates were known as 
cither Whigs or Democrats but it 
was only iu name, for no candidate 
was willing lo own that he wna run- 
ning in the interest or either political 
party, lion. Elijah Wise, (Dem.) 
was elected Judge of the Court or 
Appeals, Henrv J. Stiles, (Dem.) 
Circuit Judge; T. Towlcs, (Whig). 
Commonwealth's Attorney,' It. R. 
Lambdin, Circuit Clerk ; W. V. Ber- 
nard, County Judge; Allium Stitcs, 
County Clerk; R. T. Pctrec, County 
Attorney ; Thomas S. Tlryan. Sheriff; 
John W. Campbell, Serveyor, ami 
II, Wilev, Assessor. There were al- 
so elections held the same day 
throughout tho coanty for magis- 
trates and constables. There were 
then but eight voting places In lliu 
county. The 7ib and 8lh District in- 
cluded nearly all the territory 
iu what is termed North Christian. 
Reynold's Mill was the voting place 
of the seventh. There men met that 
lived from 30 to 25 tulles apart lo oust 
their votes. 

Time rapidly changes men's asso- 
ciates. Although this has been but 
little over a quarter of a century ago, 
a large per cent, of tho voters' who 
participated in litis election have 
passed away, while a younger set arc 
lilling their places, ami it is hoped are 
trying lo imitate their lather's vir- 
tues. Not wishing to bo tedious I 
will not, for the present, fun her con- 
tinue my narrativo. II.

A person could rend lo 
Bidder two sorios of llltocu figures 
each, and without seeing or writing 
down a single figure ho would multi- 
ply one by the other without error.

And' now the issti** V 
extra session aro siibmil 
people. At tho close of the I hi en ■ 
mouth's contest, the Democrats In 
Congress are united, haniionimta ami 
confident, tho Republicans divided 
and aro doubtful. The stalwart Sen- 
ators of the minority condemn their 
party in the Houso for having voted 
lor the nriii v bill, and curse Have* 
for having approved it. Tl.o curses 
just now arc not loud but drrp, and 
the munners will brenk out into dis- 
tinct utterances bctore long. Conk- 
ling is more disgusted with Haven 
than ever, and ho imposes the bur- 
den of his imperious contempt upon 
Gnrlield also. Just before sailing for 
Europe, Representative Robeson, who 
whatever clso may he said about him, 
is one of the ablest Republicans in tho 
House, said to a Democratic Senator, 
iu private conversation : "There is no 
doubt in my mind but. that you Dem- 
ocrats will eventually beat us on this 
issue." He referred to tho troops at 
tho polls and the election marshal* 
question. And so they believe, nil of 
them ; but Chandler aud Conkling 
hope, as one last desperate chance, to 
tire the Northern heart with the old 
falsehoods and prejudices against tho 
South.

introduced a new bill on Monday 
utid it wont through both houses with 
a rush. A profit of about 1700,000 
per year has been monopolized by 
Ihreo'or four firms lor several year* 
past, and it was a creditable job plac- 
ing it on the frco list. Thu revenue 
received from tho lax amounted tu 
but little over ♦10,00 per year, as tho 
tariff win so high thnt but a small 
ipoinlily ot the salt was imported, 
hence the high price and the linineiiso 
profits or the littlo clique ot manu- 
facturers in this country. This bill 
will he the means oi reducing tho 
price about one-half, thus conferring 
a gienl benefit upon the poor pooplu 
of the malarial districts of Iho South 
aud West, who are obliged to nso the 
drug. To Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, 
as much as to any other man, belongs 
the credit, as ho was the original 
mover and agitator. The total num- 
ber of bills Introduced during the 
sossion were: Iu the Seuaco.

undoubtedly lives for several weeks 
in the perfect state. 

2. The female is ntither larger than 
Ihc male, hut other, difference is im- 
perceptible except in the genitalia. 

8. Tho female will begin to lay 
her eggs shortly after attaining the 
power ot Bight whether she Iras been 
impregnated or not. 

4. In nearly every case the female 
is impregnated very soon alter 
emerging Irom tho chrVfalis, 

5. In all probability each female 
■will deposit between one and two 
hundred eggs. 

(!, In the latitude of l''airvicw, the 
complete round ol metamorphoses is 
probably undergone in about two 
months.

Tie wheat <leal which closed yes- 
terday is in many respects the inostrc* 
niatkable opi>mtiou iu grain that was 
ever engiiifecrd in tliii •ountry. The 
cmnMuatmn on the ' long" side was 
organized edily iu kist May, anil was 
the natural outgrowth oi 'the Keen^ 
PUrohaM of 3,OUO,000 bushels last 
liall. FbaaeMod of almost unlimited 
uii| it a.!, it went ifTto the market, and 
iu addition to buying all the options 
offered". for May and thine, seemed the 
euntrnl 'of ail the cash wheat that was 
offered. The atock in Milwaukee, 
Dulfalo and Xew York were also pur- 
chased, and to day there is not a 
bushel of No. 2 spring in sight in 
this country or alloat fur Rumpc that 
docs not belong to this combiuution. 
The options were bought nt an aver 
•rant price of 92 cents per bushel, 
and tho great bulk of them were 
settled at about fl.08aj.04, although 
at the close clcaiiogs was made at 
lfl.0lijal.07. The profits on the deal 
must foot up in tho neighborhood ol 
$1,000,000. The combination insist 
that they made no attempt to work a 
corner; they found the wheat on its 
merits, and confidently believe that it 
w ill sell for at least §1.20 before any 
of tho crop will be harvested. Few 
will be found to sympathize with the 
"bears" in their enormous losses, fu- 
tile reason that for two successive 
seasons they have discredited anil dc- 
preciatedNhc crop, and are now simp- 
ly called upon to shell out what pro* 
erly and honestlj slionldiinvo linde 
the pockets of the producer.

l'or the information of tho nomjl 
inatics the Journal of Commerce pub- 
lishes a list of the dates by years nf 
tbe issue of the different denomina- 
tions of silver coins, including one and 
two cent pieces: Pattern cents, 
called the "Washington cents," were 
issued in 1791 and 1792, and a few 
ethes pattern, oonts bearing a different 

legend about the same time; A few 
silver "Uisino" and "Half Disine," 
•a patterns, were coined in 1792. The 
first regular copper cent was coined 
in 17911, and thenoo yearly except 
in 1815, when none wero struck. In 
1794 a dollar, half dollar and half 
dime were struck, and thence yearly. 

Tho first qnartei aud tho first dime 
appeared in 1790, and then annually 
Three coniutiiocei of silver were coined 
in 185], and changed again iu 185:t. 
Tho nickel cent was introduced in 
LStlfJ. Tho twenty cent piece was 
authorized by act of March li, 1875, 
and its further coinage prohibited by 
act, of May 2, 1878. The two bent 
copper coin" was authorized 22d April, 
18(14, the three eent copper and nickel 
piece March 3, 1805, and tho live cent 
copper and nickel May 1(1, 18G0.
